HAVE SUNK 0-9 
NAVY MAN SAYS 


Commander of. Division 


Asserts He Feels Certain 
There Was No Structur- 
al Collapse. 


NEW..LONDON, Conn., June 27 
(AP)—A navy officer testified to- 
day that it was “conceivable” an 
explosion “might have taken place” 
on the O-9 before the submarine 
plunged to the bottom: of the ocean 


off Portsmouth, N. H., carrying 33 | 


men to their death. 

Lieut. Commander ‘Robert  M. 
Peacher, commander of Submarine 
Division 11 to which the O-9 was 
assigned, quickly told a navy court 
of inquiry, however, that “1001 
things may have happened” and 
that he had given the matter long 
thought before advancing the ex- 
plosion theory. 


“However, I do believe it was 
something that happened inside 
the boat. There was no structural 
collapse,” he said. 

To meet what he called “ill ad- 
vised comment” about the 23-year- 
old submarine’s ‘condition, Com- 
mander Peacher said about $600,- 
000 had been spent recommission- 
ing the O-9, a figure which “close- 
ly approximated” its original cost. 

It was in better condition, he 

maintained, than 40 other old type 
submarines which have been re- 
turned to service. 
‘Commander Peacher faced the 
court after Capt. Elwin F. Cutts, 
commander of the submarine base 
here, who said as far as he knew 
the O-9 was “all right” when it 
reported here June 2, 18 days be- 
fore it went down.

BERLIN, June 27 (AP). — The 
main decision over Soviet Russia 
already has been won, informed 
German quarters declared tonight 
after the high command had re- 
ported the German army “victori- 
ous on all fronts.” 

The high command, on orders 
from Adolf Hitler’s headquarters, 
postponed again its heralded an- 
nouncement of “successes baffling 


to the imagination.” 

It withheld all details of the vast, 
five-day-old struggle, but this was 
said to have been solely for the 
purpose. of keeping secret valuable 
information and did not mean a 
delay in the progress of opera- 
tions. 


Text.of Communique. 


The daily communique limited its 
report on the Eastern front to 


Ahese four. paragraphs: 


“The first five days of opera- 

tions in the east furnished proof 
that Soviet Russian armies had 
been ready to attack Central Eu- 
rope, 
“Even in those border regions 
protruding toward the west around 
Lwow and Bialystok (in Soviet 
Poland), which troin the very out- 
set were exposed to German eén- 
circlement and therefore were un- 
suitable for purely defensive pur- 
poses, our troops encountered 
masses of Russian troops ready for 
attack. 

“Thus, in the first frontier bat- 
tles, clashes occurred with the 
Soviet army and air force. 

“Our troops, which were vic- 
torious on all fronts, obtained big 
decisions which will be made 
known shortly.” 

Air Supremacy Claimed. 

Other German sources, however, 
claimed absolute German mastery 
in the air today “on the entire east- 
ern front” and DNB, official Ger- 
man news agency, said Russian 
raiders were kept out of the Reich 
yesterday even though some bomb- 
ers tried to cross into Hast Prus- 
sia. at an “extraordinary height.” 

Slightly lifting the veil of secre- 
cy, DNB said two major battles 
were raging in the regions of 
Lwow and Bialystok, 

DNB also said a squadron of 
dive bombers, returning from a 
raid on the Eastern front, shot 
down 28 Russian fighter planes 
which tried to intercept it. 

News that Nazi bombers have 
been attacking the Russian indus- 
trial city of Leningrad for two 
days was given yesterday to a pub- 
lic eager for information of the 
progress of military operations.

The desire to raise volunteers is 
being expressed in France and Por- 
tugal, the Germans asserted, and 
the Baltic states were represented 
as being happy that the “Russian 
yoke” is being raised. 

It was emphasized, however, that 
the Baltic states are an area of 
military operations and that so 
far as the Reich is concerned no 
final decisions are being made re- 
specting that region.

He 
has never been convicted of a 
crime, but police seem to be on his 
trail wherever he goes. 

Unwittingly he was the one who 
“put the finger” on Leo Brothers, 
St. Louis gangster, for Chicago au- 
thorities when they were investi- 
gating the murder in 1930 of Jake 
Lingle, Chiéago Tribune reporter 
who was shot to death in a crowd- 
ed railroad station as he was re- 
turning from the Arlington Park 
race track. Brothers, convicted of 
the Lingle killing, served a 14-year 
sentence and is now back in St. 
Louis. 

As the story was told in 1931 by 
John Boettiger, President Roose- 
velt’s son-in-law who was then a 
Tribune reporter and is now pub- 
lisher of a newspaper in Seattle, 
one John Hagan, a former private 
detective and former convict, was 
assigned to the job of tracing Lin- 
gle’s killer on the time-tested theory 
of “setting a gangster a catch a 
gangster.” 

“Buster Burning — 

In the course of Hagan’s travels 
he met Hogan in New York and 
from him learned that “Buster” 
was “burning up for the Lingle 
job.” At the time Hagan did not 
know who “Buster” was, but he 
learned later through cultivating 
Hogan, that “Buster” was Broth- 
ers. 

Whalen’s activities have been 
more prosaic. Until May 1 he was 
a Deputy City Assessor, and he 
had been employed at the City 
Hall since 1933. He lost his job 
with the change in city adminis- 
tration and joined with several of 
the old Egan gang in the opera- 
tion of the Grand Novelty Co. He 
lives at 2303 Hebert street. Whalen 
is 31 years old, Hogan 34.

reported a shortage of aluminum 


| that may cause curtailment of elec- 


* power in homes. 

A report sharply critical of the 
methods of obtaining strategic ma- 
terials for defense was submitted 
to the House Military Committee 
today by some of its .members— 
but administration forces tempo- 
rarily blocked its publication. 

The study, prepared after weeks 
of investigation by a subcommit- 
tee headed by Representative Fad- 
dis (Dem.), Pennsylvania, was pre- 
sented for full committee approv- 
al, but one administration commit- 
teeman was reported to have 
raised the question that less than 
half the 25 members wer® present. 

The meeting then ended abrupt- 
ly, but ahother was arranged for 
later in the day and some Repub- 
licans said that by that time they 
would have the votes then to force 
publication, 

One Democratic member said the | 
report was “the most serious in- 
dictment I’ve ever heard.” 

Faddis urged immediate ee saa 
tion. 

“If it isn’t made public, rll have 
a few remarks to make about it 
and they will be worse than the 
report,” he added. 

In a bluntly-worded report on 
its inquiry into aluminum — vital 
metal for fighting airplanes—the 
Senate group said production of 
1,600,000,000 pounds annually was 
needed, with only slightly more 
than half of that in sight immedi- 
ately, Some electric power may 
have to be diverted from home use 
to the production of aluminum, it 
was indicated. : 

“This situation is especially 
serious as we cannot have confi- 
dence in our estimates of needs 
for aluminum, and as we may want 
to increase our airplane program 
still further,” the special commit- 
tee reported. “Unless we proceed 
at once to create new facilities, we 
may be unable to get aluminum 
when we need it, or we may have 
to ration private consumption of 
electricity in the home.” 

After the critical aluminum re- 
port had been explained by Sen- 
ator Mead (Dem.), New York, Sen- 
ator Brewster (Rep.), Maine, told 
the Senate the “biggest bottleneck 
in our preparedness effort is on 
the President’s desk.” 

The Maine legislator said it was 
“fantastic” to expect the President 
to handle details of national de- 
fense production along with other 
heavy responsibilities and urged 
co-ordination of all defense pro- 
duction under a single responsible 
head, similar to the War Depart- 
ment’s industrial mobilization 


plan. 

“Aluminum presents a tragic case 
history of failure to co-ordinate,” 
Brewster said. “Today Germany 
is producing around 2,000,000,000 
pounds of aluminum a year while 
we are unable to produce 1,000,000,- 
000. The country needs aluminum. 
The country gets an alibi.” 

Asserting that “swarms of air- 
planes” must be. produced, the 
committee said both the Defense 
Advisory Commission and the Of- 
fice of Production Management 
had made “serious miscalculation” 
of aluminum needs, stocks and pro- 
duction.

He 
has never been convicted of a 
crime, but police seem to be on his 
trail wherever he goes. 

Unwittingly he was the one who 
“put the finger” on Leo Brothers, 
St. Louis gangster, for Chicago au- 
thorities when they were investi- 
gating the murder in 1930 of Jake 
Lingle, Chitago Tribune reporter 
who was shot to death in a crowd- 
ed railroad station as he was re- 
turning from the Arlington Park 
race track. Brothers, convicted of 
the Lingle killing, served a 14-year 
sentence and is now back in St. 
Louis. 

As the story was told in 1931 by 
John Boettiger, President Roose- 
velt’s son-in-law who was then a 
Tribune reporter and is now pub- 
lisher of a newspaper in Seattle, 
one John Hagan, a former private 
detective and former convict, was 
assigned to the job of tracing Lin- 
gle’s killer on the time-tested theory 
of “setting a gangster a: catch a 
gangster.” 

“Buster Burning — 

In the course of Hagan’s travels 
he met Hogan in New York and 
from him learned that “Buster” 
was “burning up for the Lingle 
job.” At the time Hagan did not 
know who “Buster” was, but he 
learned later through cultivating 
Hogan, that “Buster” was Broth- 
ers. 

Whalen’s activities have been 
more prosaic. Until May 1 he was 
a Deputy City Assessor, and he 
had been employed at the City 
Hall since 1933.° He lost his job 
with the change in city adminis- 
tration and joined with several of 
the old Egan gang in the opera- 
tion of the Grand Novelty Co. He 
lives at 2308 Hebert street.

WASHINGTON, June 27 (AP). 
—Caustic criticism of the defense 
production program was heard in 
the Senate yesterday as its special 
defense investigating committee 
reported a shortage of aluminum 
that may cause curtailment of cleo- 
or power in homes. 

A report sharply critical of the 
methods of obtaining strategic ma- 
terials. for defense was submitted 
to the House Military Committee 
today by some of its .members— 
but administration forces tempo- 
rarily blocked its publication. 

The study, prepared after weeks 
of investigation by a subcommit- 
tee headed by Representative Fad- 
dis (Dem.), Pennsylvania, was pre- 
sented for full committee approv- 
al, but one administration commit- 
teeman was reported to have 
raised the question that less than 
half the 25 mémbers were present. 

The meeting then ended abrupt- 
ly, but ahother was arranged for 
later in the day and some Repub- 
licans said that by that time they 
would have the votes then to force 
publication. : 

One Democratic member said the 
report was “the most serious in- 
dictment I’ve ever heard.”

report,” he added. 

In a bluntly-worded report on 
its inquiry into aluminum — vital 
metal for fighting airplanes—the 
Senate group said production of 
1,600,000,000 pounds annually was 
needed, with only. slightly more 
than half of that in sight immedi- 
ately, Some electric power may 
have to be diverted from home use 
to the production of aluminum, it 
was indicated. 

“This situation is especially 
serious as we cannot have confi- 
dence in our estimates of needs 
for aluminum, and as we may want 
to increase our airplane program 
still further,” the special commit- 
tee reported. “Unless we proceed 
at once to create new facilities, we 
may be unable to get aluminum 
when we need it, or we may have 
to ration private consumption of 
electricity in the home.” 

After the critical aluminum re- 
port. had been explained by Sen- 
ator Mead (Dem.), New York, Sen- 
ator’ Brewster (Rep.), Maine, told 
the Senate the “biggest bottleneck 
in ‘our preparedness effort is on 
the President’s desk.” 

The Maine legislator said it was 
“fantastic” to expect the President 
to handle details of national de- 
fense production along with other 
heavy responsibilities and urged 
co-ordination of all defense pro- 
duction under a single responsible 
head, similar to the War Depart- 
ment’s industrial mobilization 
plan. 

“Aluminum presents a tragic case 
history of failure to co-ordinate,” 
Brewster said. “Today Germany 
is producing around 2,000,000,000 
pounds of aluminum a year while 
we are unable to produce 1,000,000,- 
000. The country needs aluminum. 
The country gets an alibi.” 

Asserting that “swarms of air- 
planes” must be. produced, the 
committee said both the Defense 
Advisory .Commission and the Of- 
fice of Production Management 
had made “serious miscalculation” 
of aluminum needs, stocks and pro- 
duction.

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Nazi Tells How Panzer Regiment 


Destroyed Whole Red Tank Brigade 


Part of German Machines Made Frontal At- 
tack, While Others Delivered Death 
Blow From Behind, He Says. 


BERLIN, June 27 (AP)-—De- 
struction of a whole Soviet tank 
brigade of 40 or more vehicles in 
a great “panzer battle” was re- 
counted today by a German war 
correspondent, Hans Huffzky. 

He described the clash as “a 
tremendous drama of one of the 
most important roads leading into 
the heart of the Soviet Union.” 

The encounter was said to have 
occurred somewhere far east of 
the Bug River boundary, but the 
date was not given. 

A German tank regiment which 
had been through Poland and 
France struck an annihilating 
blow, the reporter said; and “not 
a single one of the Reds escaped.” 

The first fighting contact oc- 
curred early in the morning, Huff- 
sky said, but the real battle did 
not develop until afternoon when 
an advancing Nazi tank regiment 
encountered about 20 “greenish- 
brown enemy panzers with the 
muzzles of their guns pointed to- 
ward the road.” 

The Germans fanned out, envel- 
eping the Russians and attacking 


from the rear. Before the Rus- 
sian tanks.could turn around 
“most of them had a shot in the 
conning tower and were finished,” 
the account declared. : 

The Nazis were then said to 
have slashed their way through @ 
forest, combing it for hidden tanks 
amid the crash of falling trees, the 
boom of tank guns and the rattle 
of caterpillar treads.

WASHINGTON, June 27 (AP).— 
Sidney Hillman, associate director 
of the Office of Production Man- 
agement, announced today that an 
effort will be made to establish

=o sg also disclosed that con- 
ferences are under way among the 
army, the navy, the Maritime Com- 
mission, the Federal Works Agency 
and representatives of American 
Federation of Labor unions for 
stabilization of work in defense 
construction. This also will be 
worked out on a zone basis, he 
seid. 

Agreements to Jones. 

The aircraft plan would call for 
a national over-all committee, with 
separate agreements for various 
geographical areas to be worked 
out. 

Invitations to meetings on this 
proposal will be issued to man- 
agement and unions in a few days. 

Hillman said principal unions 
involved would be the machinists, 
the CIO Automobile Workers and 
the pattern makers, 

Hillman, who discussed these de- 
velopments at a press conference, 
said he believed the proposed air- 
craft agreements probably would 
affect 350,000 to 400,000 workers, 

Shipyard Strike Ended. | 

Acting on the recommendation 
of CIO President Philip Murray, 
600 striking CIO machinists will 
return to work in Oakland (Cal.) 
shipyards Monday, providing em- 
ployers sign a separate agreement, 
with them. 

The reservation appeared only a 
formality, however, and full scale 
resumption of work was forecast 
on $500,000,000 in defense contracts 
in 11 San Francisco Bay area ship- 
yards and drydocks. The joint 
AFL-CIO strike was called May 10. 

James P. Smith, business agent, 
said he had assurances from ship- 
yard owners who. hold AFL con- 
tracts that they would sign a sep- 
arate agreement with the CIO.

Earlier yesterday, 1200 AFL ma- 
chinists voted to return to their 
jobs under terms of a master con- 
tract covering all major West 
Coast shipyards. 

The master contract provides 
wages of $1.12 an hour and time 
and one-half for overtime, con- 
trasted with the $1.15 and double 
overtime demanded by the strikers.

and villages afford some cover from air observation for troops at rest: 
there is little such cover for moving troops in the daytime. 


The nights are short, limi the 
use of darkness as a cover for 
movement; in the latitude of Len- 
ingrad there will be but five and 
one-fourth hours between sunset 
and sunrise on July 1, and in the 
jatitude of Kiev but seven and 

uarter hours. The weather 
is likely to be very hot; the short 
Russian spring is over. In most 
of the area where initial opera- 
tions may be expected to take 
place, July is a wet month, how- 
ever. This may serve to temper 
the heat somewhat, but also will 
make difficult the use of the dirt 
roads by motorized elements. 

The most important paved roads 
in the west are those from Minsk 
to Moscow and the north-south 
road from Leningrad to Kiev, 
which crosses the Minsk-Moscow 
road near Vitebsk. The Lenin- 
grad-Moscow road also is paved. 
This scarcity of good roads gives 


the railways a higher degree of | i@ 


importance from the military point 
of view than prevails in areas 
where motor transport can be used 
more readily. The Russian rail- 
ways have a different gauge from 
the standard-gauge railways of 
Western Europe, hence in any Ger- 
man advance into Russia the Ger- 
mans at first would be restricted 
in their ‘use of the railways to 
the extent to which they were able 
to capture Russian locomotives and 
rolling stock, though given time 
the excellent German engineers 
can change the gauge of the lines. 
The farther the Germans penetrate, 
the greater the demands on their 
motor transport will become. This 
may cause some slowing up of their 
advances after a time, presuming 
that deep penetrations in Russian 
territory can be effected. 
Handicap of Distance 

The distances are much greater 
than those dealt with by the 
Germans in the Polish campaign. 
It is, for example, more than three 
times a: far from any point on the 
present German frontier to Mos- 


' cow, than from any point on the 


German frontier of 1939 (Hast 
Prussia excluded) to Warsaw. 

These distances are not, however, 
a handicap to the Germans alone; 
they also must be considered by 
the Russians in the matters of 
mobilization, concentration, rein- 
forcement and supply. Great dis- 
tances plus poer tr-nsportation fa- 
cilities always have prevented Rus- 
sia from developing its full military 
strength in any given region 
along its vast frontiers. Thus, in

It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that as between Germany and 
Russia we are not dealing with 
adversaries one of which is almost 
wholly deficient in mechanization 
and sharply inferior (numerically) 
in the air, as was the case between 
Germany and Poland. The ad- 
vantages which the terrain offers 
for armored troops and air forces 
can redound to Russian as well as 
German advantage; the more so, 
since almost the whole of Russia’s 
military attention long has been 
focused on just. this campaign— 
defense against Germany. This 
was Finland’s great advantage 
against Russia last winter; it now 
is Russia's against Germany. 

Soviet staff work and organiza- 
tion is certainly inferior to Ger- 
man, but something must be grant- 
ed to intimate knowledge of the 
terrain and careful workout of 
plans covering long periods of 
study and many successive years 
of annual maneuvers. 

When all these factors have been 
examined, however, the balance in 
favor of an early German success 
appears such that the Western op- 
ponents of Hitler’s Reich would be 
blind and stupid indeed not to 
take the fullest advantage of the 
priceless opportunity presented to 
them by the present German in- 
volvement in Russia. Whatever 
the outcome, the immediate and 
known fact is that the Germans 
are using almost all their air force 
in Eastern Europe. 

We do not know how long the 
Luftwaffe, or a good part of it, 
may stay there; we do know this, 
that there is only one Russia, only 
one Red Air Force. There will be 
no other opponent to occupy Ger- 
many’s attention on any’ major 
scale if and when the Soviet Union 
is out of the military picture. The 
opportunity which is presented is 
an opportunity which never will 
come 

It is an opportunity which can 
be exploited in only one way, with 
the means now available, and that 
is, by air attacks and by raids 
along the coast to do such damage 
to the German facilities and estab- 
lishments in the West as to make 
it impossible for the Germans to 
repair the damage in time to 
take the offensive again this year. 

If that can be accomplished, Hit- 
ler’s last chance of winning: this 
war has vanished. It can be ac- 
complished, but it will require 
levery ounce of effort of which the 
English are capable. 

Millions of lives and untold 
wealth may be saved by swift and 
timely action.

With his hands thus freed, Hitler 
returned to his primary aim of 
destroying the Russian army. This 
was considered by German leaders 
to be so necessary that no chance 
whatsoever was taken of present- 
ing demands or an ultimatum, to 
which Stalin might have yielded. 
The Germans simply invaded Rus- 
sia and: notified the Kremlin an 
hour later. 

The point to remember is hot the 
Ukraine or Asiatie oil fields, but 
the Balkans... For the last century 
this region, with its undeveloped 
mineral and agricultural resources, 
has been a battleground of Teuton 
and Slavic ambition. France and 
England were able throughout the 
period to maintain a balance of 
power by intervening first on one 
side and then the other. For this 
reason England fought Russia in 
the Crimean War, while England 
and France supported Russia in 
the first World War, at the end of 
which neither Russia nor Germany 


obtained a foothold in the area. 

But this time, when Germany be- 
gan to devour the Balkans morsel 
by. morsel, France was impotent 
and. Russia: dared not move. Eng- 
land followed her traditional pol- 
‘icy by attempting to intervene: in 
Greece, but was routed from the. 
Peninsula, The possession of this 
treasure house of military and sub- 
sistence materials was indispensa- 
ble, to the survival of the “new or- 
der.” But it’ could not be secure 
#0 long as Russia remained in be- 
ing as a war power, 


Hitler Confident ~ 


Hitler was confident his hola on 
the coasts of Norway, the Low 
Cousitries and France had become 
strong enough to defy a British in- 
vasion,-and that his air arm had 
grown so such proportions that it 
could hold the Royal Air Force at 
bay, while at the same time it beat 
down Soviet aviation: Thus a. war 
on two fronts, in any substantial 
sense, Was again evaded. 


The operations of the High Com- 
mand cannot be understood unless 
two facts are remembered. One is 
that it has no. time-table, and the 
other that its objectives are never 
territorial. The. present purpose, 
for example, is not to conquer the 
Ukraine or storm Moscow, though 
both may incidentally come to 
pass. The central aim is to wipe 
out Russia’s military forces, after 
which everything else will be 
added.

Surely, if there were any such dan- 
gers in it as Representative Hess of St. Louis later 
conjured up, the Senate vote would not have been 
unanimous. In truth, it is a progressive measure, 
vital to the welfare of St. Louis students. It is a sys- 
tem worked out by actuaries, approved by scores of 
civic groups and thousands of individuals, 

The Senate, on the other hand, has before it an 
important measure which the House has overwhelm- 
ingly approved—the secret ballot bill. The present sys- 


tem makes many Missourians feel that they may be | 


subject to reprisal for their votes. A recent poll 
showed that many citizens fail to vote becauge the 
ballot is not secret. The pending bill is a simple 
device, already tested satisfactorily in other states. 
Surely a move to give this State a free and un- 
trammeled election system deserves the Senate’s ap- 
proval, even in the rush of a session’s end. 

Another step to uphold the democratic process is 
changing the date of the primary election from 
August to a more seasonable time, & move recom- 
mended by Gov. Donnell in his message of June 12. 
The present date, with thousands of Missourians ab- 
sent on vacation, is made to order for the bosses, who 
never fail to get out the machine vote. 

Another rebuff to democracy is the Legislature’s 
failure thus far to revise the senatorial districts 
according to the 1940 census, and to reapportion the 
seats in the House. These are duties laid down in 
the State Constitution. So is submission to the peo- 
ple of the question of holding a convention to revise 
the State Constitution. The Legislature still has 
time to perform these duties. 

The marriage health bill, a forward step in the 
fight on syphilis, has been defeated, but another 
measure that will advance this health campaign, the 
baby health bill, is in conference committee and 
can still be passed. Providing for pre-natal exami- 
nation and treatment of mothers, it will help insure 
the birth of healthy children, and check the trans- 
mission of a devastating venereal scourge. 

The State budget can still be brought within the 
bounds of economy and of needs. 
restore the unwise slashes in the funds for direct 
relief and other socia] security functions. There is 
still time to provide the full $100,000 needed as the 
minimum for the State’s blind dependents. 

Other urgent recommendations by Gov. Donnell 
can be acted upon in the time remaining: the sur- 
yey of State government, the old-age pension inves- 
tigation, more stringent provisions for liquor in- 
spectors, merit system for the Social Security Com- 
mission and State Board of Health, provision for 
keeping ballots longer than 12 months, and so on. 

The postponed adjournment date gives the Legis- 
lature as a whole a chance to redeem some of the 
omissions and failures of the long session. It gives 


individual members a chance to improve their per- 


sona] records against the day when they face the 
voters’ scrutiny at the polls. 

Will the legislators keep faith with the people of 
this State? Will they make constructive use of the 
additional time fortunately provided by the decision 
to postpone adjournment?

British commander in French and Indian War marched and fought 
by the rule book; redskins did not; unimaginative Braddock was 
mortally wounded and his army routed; editor says lesson of his 
stupidity might be studied by tradition-bound Generals of today.

T was still a toss-up, 200 years ago, 

whether North America should belong to 

England or France. The English held 
the coast from Massachusetts to Georgia. 
The French held Canada and were flanking 
the English on the west. With Indians as 
allies, the French were working down the 
Ohio and the Mississippi to wall the Eng- 
lish in the narrow strip between the moun- 
tains: and the sea. 

A key to this western and southern march 
was Pittsburgh, then called Fort Duquesne. 
It was held by the French. 

The English, to hold their ground, must 
take this fort. Their effort to take it is 
one of the world’s many examples of the 
disaster which comes from facing new prob- 
lems with old, unyielding minds. 

To lead against Duquesne the English 
sent Gen. Braddock. He was a fine gentle- 
man, well trained in the art of war as 
practiced on. Old World battlefields. He 
knéw how battles must be fought. 

When the enemy appeared, the companies 
must wheel in line, stand steady and shoot 
at him. That was the law of battle, proved 
on a thousand Old World battlefields. But 
this was a new world. 

Braddock had never fought the Indians. 
No matter; good fighting was good fighting 
anywhere. No one could tell him otherwise. 
He would not hear. 

The Braddock army cut its way through 
the wilderness westward from Cumberland, 


its axmen hewing a pathway 12 feet wide. 


Strung out in this thin stream over a four- 
mile length, Braddock’s army wormed its 
way toward Duquesne. 


'., Eight miles from Duquesne, the French, 


with their Indian allies, saw them come. 
They did the natural, not the regulation, 
thing. Hidden by the forest, they crept 
down the two sides of the lane through 
which the British came, and from the shel- 
ter of the wilderness attacked their far- 


drawn-out flanks.

Gen. Braddock was a brave man, leading 
brave men. But bravery cannot save men 
from a lack of brains. : 

There in his narrow lane, making them 
an unobstructed mark for the hidden en- 
emy, Braddock lined up his troops and set 
them shooting at the trees behind whi

The colonials with Braddock knew how 
Indian fighting must be done. They would

Seven Years in Berlin: 
A Diary and a Forecast 


(Alfred A. 


“Berlin Diary,” by William L. Shirer. 

Knopf, New York.) 

OP place on everybody’s list of required 
reading might well be reserved for Wil- 

liam L, Shirer’s Berlin journal, an illuntl- 
nating wartime commentary, covering the 
author’s seven years in Berlin, as a corre- 
spondent and radio broadcaster. Not until 
he left the censorship of Nazi Germany last 
December was he free to present the 
factual record of what he saw and heard. 

Already 1934 fades into the limbo of 
ancient history, the Munich pact is as dead 
as a dodo, Hitler’s broken promises mock the 
march of troops.and roar of predatory 
planes. But Shirer, in his constant day-by- 
day fidelity to the news, marshals facts like 
bludgeons, affords perspective in an era in 
which events crowd so swiftly that all per- 
spective seems lost. 

Not with hindsight but contemporaneously, 


‘he deals with the tragic events leading to 


chaos—England’s ineptitude, France’s fail- 
ure, the failure of both to prevent Germany 
from arming on a mighty scale under their 
very noses. When conflict came, he writes, 
“there was a complete collapse of Frenc 
society and of the French soul,” coupled 
with “either treachery or criminal negl 
gence among the high commaad.”

“As human beings, we are pretty 
proud of our perceptions,” he com- 
mented to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“But we're’ dimly conscious, at 
best, of external changes to which 
trees react sharply and almost in- 
stantaneously.” : 

The ingenuity demanded in pre- 
cise study of a living object as big 
as a tree has aided mechanization 
of equipment in the last 18 months, 
while he has been ‘in charge of 
physical development of the Ar- 
boretum, an area larger than For- 
est Park,

Two medium orange, one-half 
cup sugar, one cup water, four 
cups chilled, strong coffee, three- 
fourths cup orange juice (strained) 
and one-fourth cup irradiated evap- 
orated milk. 

Remove a thin pairing of rind 
from oranges and boil rind 10 
minutes with sugar and water. 
Strain and cool. Add chilled, 
strong coffee to cooled orange 
syrup. (Make coffee using three- 
fourths cup finely ground coffee 
to five cups boiling water.) Juice 
orranges and add strained juice. 
Just before serving add sweetened 
fruit-coffee .mixture to irradiated 
evaporated milk. .Mix well and 
serve with cracked ice. Six serv- 
ings.
